Tipton, Mo , at about 3 a. m. 
Tw o m ys­ 
terious figures were seen by the engineer 
lu rk in g around the forward end of the 
train, but no p articu lar attention was paid 
to them. 
Ju s t after leaving Tipton the 
firem an turned tow ard the tender to fire 
up the engine, and looked squarely into 
m uzzles of tw o revolvers in the hands of 
Uvo m asked men who were ly in g on their 
faces on top of the coal. 


M a n u r e d t h e T h i n g 
V e r y W e l l . 
One of the bandits covered the firem an 
w ith 
his revolver, w hile the other took 
care of the engineer.

the express car he found the tw o robbers 
laid five confederates stationed et conven­ 
ient places about 
the car, all heavily 
arm ed and their faced concealed behind 
masks.

He w alked to the door of th e express 
car and called to the express messenger, 
Sam A very, to open the door. 
A very, sus­ 
pecting no danger, pushed back thedoor. 
A s he did so, the leader of the robbers and 
one confederate pushed their revolvers iu 
and ordered th£ messenger to hold up his 
hands. 
The order was p rom ptly obeyed 
and three of the robbers jum ped into the 
car. 
A v e ry was com m anded to open the 
safe at the point of a revolver and did so. 
One of the robbers unfolded a sack and in 
it were placed the entire contents of the 
safe 
The robtiers then made their escape 
w ithout attem pting to molest the passen­ 
gers. 


S t a r t e d o n t h e T r a i l . 
The engineer pulled the train into Ot­ 
terville, a half-m ile distant, where a part 
ot the crew were 
left to arouse the sheriff 
and organize a posse to pursue the rob­ 
bers. 
The news of the robbery 
was also 
telegraphed to the headquarters at St. 
Louis and all the available detective force 
of the road was sent to “ R obbers’ C u t.” 
The sheriff's posse and the detectives are 
now scouring the country for the robbers.

its appearance and nature.

trunk is somewhat like a pineapple in 
shape, and when fn 11 grown about eight 
feet high. 
From the top. which is at 


least two feet in diameter, hang down 
eight leaves. 11 or 12 feet long, 2 feet 
through in their thickest p irt, and 
tapering from a width of 3 had to 
sharp point.. 
They art* very convex on 


the under side and concave on 
tlie 


upper. 
The concave side is thickly set 


with strong horny hooks. 
The top of 


the trunk 
is in shape like a smaller 


plate set within a larger one, and this 
plate Ls tilled with a sweet liquid, which 
when tasted produces delirium 
and 


sleep. 
From under the rim of the lower 


plate a series of great green tendrils 
from seven to eight feet long stretch 
out stiffly toward tin» horizon, while 
above these six long white palpi (thin 
as reeds and frail as quills apparently) 
rear themselves toward the sky, twirl 
ing and twisting with Incessant motion 
The tree and the worshipof it were dis 
cover'd by' K arl Leeho, vtfio wrote t< 
Dr. Omelius Fried loxvsky this descrip 
tion. 
The mode of sacrifice as witnessed on 


one occasion was as follows: The na 
fives Imd been shrieking around the 
tree and chanting propitiatory hymns 
to the great tree devil. 
W ith still 


wilder shrieks they now surrounded one 
of tlie* women and goaded her on with 
the point of their javelins until she 
mounted the trunk and drank of tin 
fluid in the plate, rising instantly again 
with wild frenzy in her face. 
B u t she did not jum p down, as slu 


seemed inclined to do. 
The atrocious 


cannibal tree that had been so inert 
and dead came to sudden savage life. 
The slender, delicate palpi quivered a 
moment over 
her head, then coiled 


round her neck and arms. 
The green 


tendrils w rapp'd themselves about her 
in fold 
after fold, 
ever tightening. 


Then the great green leaves rose slowly 
and stiffly; approached ofte another 
and closed about the dead victim with 
the force of a hydraulic press. 
As the 


bases of the Favos pressed more tightly 
together from between them trickled 
down the trunk 
of the tree great 


streams of the fluid mingled with the 
blood and oozing viscera of the victim. 
The savages hounded forward and 


with cups, leaves, hands and tongues 
got each enough of the liquor to set him 
mad and frantic. 
The tree remained 


unchanged in appearance during ten 
days and at the end of that time the 
leaves, th«* tendrils and the palpi had 
all regained their original condition, 
and nothing but the skull of the victim 
remained us a proof o f the sacrifice 
which had taken place there.

Among the most vivid and lasting of 
my recollections of southern lift are those 
of the religious meeting s of the negroes 
N o where else, perhaps, can we catch a 
glimpse of the negro, free from all eon 
straint acting out Ins true nature. 
Else 
where in the presence of the whiles, 
though usually (in this State) treated well 
feeling that he is looked down upon as an 
Inferior, he is under a constant repression 
and cannot altogether throw olT the cring ­ 
ing habit induced by years of serving 
Within a few rods of wha t was my 
home for nearly ten yea rs they had ma n­ 
ag ed after a long effort and by slow d e ­ 
grees to erect a church building, rather 
rough and not very elegant, to he sur 
but still fairly comfortable anil commodi­ 
ous, and they were so proud and happy 
in the possession that they used It almost 
constantly, seeming to feel much the same 
delight in it that a child does in any little 
thing that is all its very own. 
-lust as the 
child will take its toy to bed with it. so 
they would linger about their church, o f ­ 
ten bring ing their dinners and 
ea ting 
them there, though there wa s no service 
afterwards. 
The slow progress of their 
building was due rather to the entire lack 
of business ability and leadership a mong 
them than to any real difficulty in raising 
the requisite funds, aud so, finally at thei 
request 1 acted as treasurer and auditor 
of their accounts until it wa s completed 
and paid for. 
They began to use it an 
soon as it was covered, and long before it 
wa s seated As this was their out) church 
building for a long distance, indeed the 
only one that 1 knew of, it wa s the cen 
tre of attraction for a large region. 
Aud 
dose beside it, in a g rove they held I heir 
• Qua rterly” meeting s (only once a year, 
in the summer) and their ca mp meetings 
in the fall 
At these out door meeting s 
the whites were a lwa ys present by bund 
reds Hi visitors, and they were by no 
mea ns unw elcome and hardly interrupted 
the freedom of the exercises, for th 
blacks were not averse to spectators when 


tne 
“ performance” 
was 
their 
own 
and indeed seemed to enjoy it, and the 
whites alway s contributed liberally to 
their funds on these occasions. 
Their preachers and exhorters were us 
ually parcel of themselves, occasionally 
of considerable natural power,but uncouth 
and grotesque, y et with a mixture o' 
humor and pathos which compelled a 
kindly feeling. They were often troubled 
to find language large enough for their 
ideas, and frequently attached very origi­ 
nal meanings to words, drawing some ex­ 
cellent lessons from most unlikely texts, 
as one gray -headed veteran who alter 
reading “ Be not greedy of filthy lucre,’- 
paused, took off his spectacles and grave­ 
ly added, “ Bruddren, that means y ou 
mustn’t drink whisky .” 
Another y oung 
preacher founded a poweiful exhortation 
against pride and haughtinesson the story 
of the “ important” man who could not 
step down into the pool when the waters 
were troubled. 
A lay brother in a speak­ 
ing meeting used the illustration of a 
soldier who being wounded and wanting 
to go home applied to his captain for “ a 
writing of divorcement.” 
Jf jou will g o with me hack some ten 
or twelve yea rs and into this humble 
church we will look in upon one of these 
meetings. 
It is a winter evening , the 
room lighted with a few tallow ca ndles 
stuck along the wTalls, is fairly filled with 
negroes (we are the only whites present). 
After a song or two and a prayer by one 
of the older brethren the prea ching ser­ 
vice begins. The prea cher is a very blai k 
hut rather good looking and not unintelli­ 
gent negro, considerably a bove the a ver­ 
age of his class He has selected it hig hly 
figurative lext from Isaiah. < ne that will 
g ive full scope for his ima gina tion- and 
the wonderfully fertile ima g ina tion of the 
negro as 1 ha ve seen it displayed in their 
religious meetings ha s been a constant 
surprise to me, and must largely account 
for some of their religious experiences 
which would otherwise seem marvelous 
or intentionally false. 
The sermon, or rather talk, a bounds in 
qua iiborig ina lities a nd odd a pplica tions 
and explanations of texts, but the lessons 
however for fetched are good, and some 
wha t forcibly applied, with illuatrationa 
apt and suited to his hearers. 
Tin* con­ 
g regation give an earnest and reverential 
attention, and the older ones g ive occa ­ 
sional response*- such 
as, 
“ Tha t’s so. 
Good Lord,” ' Yes," ‘ Bress the Lord,” 


etc. 
Afler the sermon there are a number of 
simple earnest prayers and exhorta tions 
and in all they join with the sa me child 
ish heartiness 
There is indeed at times 
an unconventiona l fra nkness a ndstra ig h- 
forvvard practicalness about them which 
is a musing and y<*t refreshing from its 
childLh simplicity. 
For instance, that 
young exhorter who ha s just spoken was 
in charge of a meeting here last winter, 
when they were trying to get wa rmed up 
for a ievi vr I. but there seemed to be a de­ 
cided damper somewhere, when he struck 
at once at the root of the matter by say 
ing, “ It pears like Brudder .1. has a ’tipa 
thy ’gainst Brudder B ” 
Which abrupt 
opening wa s followed with an earnest a p­ 
peal to the two aged biuddren to make 
up and so "et a good exa mple before the 
rent and soon they were in tears and a lit 
tie late! were embra cing ea ch other and 
leading in a general hand sha king . 
binging is freely interspersed a mong 
the other exercises, and is the fea ture of 
the meetings, that in which they them 
selves take the keenest enjoyment, and 
which i- peculiarly interesting to the out 
side observer 
No description can do jus 
lice to it. The wonderfully rich and inel 
low voice id’ the soutliren neg ro which 
must be heard to be a ppreciated, the w iki 
grotesque and frequently exquisit» ly plain 
live character of the song s and tunes,and 
the unmistakable cnjo> incut with which 
all take part unite to throw a sort of fas 
eination around it 
After the last prujcr there ha ve been a 
fi w tm ments of silence, and now one ot 
the older ones w it It a peculiar low mellow 
ihtouution found, 
I 
think, only a mong 
these people, with his arm- folded and 
eyed shut, his head and feet keeping time 
to the music, Ma rs slowly on one of their 
quaint melodies, and one and a nother and 
another gradually join in with him, and 
the tug e rises and swells till the whole 
compa ny, swa ying their bodies bat k and 
forth, cla pping their hands and keeping 
time with their feet, their faces g lowing 
with enthusiasm, are sing ing at the top 
>f their voices, then they break suddenly 
off upon a wild fanta stic chorus having 
no discoverable connection w ith the tune; 
by this time they can sit no longer, and 
one after a nother they ¿ el up aud swing 
ing their arms and throwing up their hand 
with 
no interruption to their sing ing , 
g o around sha king hands till all are on their 
feet and in the utmost confusion, sta mp­ 
ing, clapping their hands and embra cing 
one another, the sing ing oidy rising high 
er and hig her o-> the confusion increases 
Choruses and tunes are sung and repeated 
and sung again until they are compelled to 
stop from sheer exhaustion. 
They cer­ 
tainly "ing w ith the spirit, but if w e may 
judg e from the words they use, hardly 
with the understanding. 
In fact it ma kes 
but little difference w hat the word" ire- 
they use them ehietlv as a vehicle for the 
tunes, and into these even without the 
aid of intelligent words they contrive to 
throw a wonderful depth ai d variety of 
feeling, ma king the mere tunes the ve­ 
hicle for the fervor ol feeling a nd pha ses 
of experience which with 
uh find their 
expression in tin1 service" of Han key ami 
other g ospel singers. 
As the sing ing oc­ 
cupies the larger 
part ot their social 
meetings and but few <d them can read 
they must get a long with a small stock of 
words and eke out with numerous choru­ 
ses, and thi*"C are used very much at ran 


don 
I regret that I have not preserved 
more of their characteristic songs and 
choruses. 
The specimens which
